storm w.is at its height shortly after mid- 
night Tu.'sday morning, a horrible tragedy 
took place in the Northwestern cemetery ot 
New Albany. A party of grave robbers 
were mrprised in the act of desecrating the 
resting places of the dead, and one of them 
was instantly killed. Three others were ar- 
rested and placed in jail, but a fourth man 
iscaped.

The pait.v consisted of three Louisville 
hysicians, Dr. J. T. Blackburn and Dr. W. 
5. Grant and another whose name is un- 
cnown and three colored assistants. They 
had gone over to rob the graves of the

WINDOW'S SILVER BILL,

Windom made an argument before the house 
coinage committee in behalf of his silver 
bill 
He declared himself a strong friend of 


silver antl said he was anxious for some 
measure to advance its value. He denied 
the charge that tho bill was a makeshift 
brought forward to defeat some other meas- 
ure, and asserted tliat it was framed to meet, 
in the b.'st way he could devise, the present 
financial condition of the country. Mr. Win- 
dom then took up in their order the objec- 
tions that have been raised against his bill. 
To meet the difficulty of excluding foreign 
ori's he had prepared an amendment provid- 
ing that all imported silver coin and bullion 
and its products shall In stamped with the 
w.ird "foreign." 


rwucr.s of the Secretary. 


Concerning thcohjeclioii to the section au- 


thorizing the .s.'cri-t try to suspend the receipt 
of silver bullion when he is satisfied that its 
price is arbitrary, the .secretary said that he 
knew that it was thought this was a danger- 
ous discretion to be lodged in an official, but 
he wanted to say that, so far as the specula- 
tive power aud the inducements to the secre- 
tary to use it for that purpose are concerned, 
the powers the secretary now has are greater 
than those* conferred on him by tho bill. 
Tuder existing law the secretary could put 
the price of silver up or down. Ho said he 
did not lielieve a case necessitating a resort 
to this power would ariw.-yet it was well fra 
the government to have this authority. K 
the bill passed the price of silver would, in 
his opinion, advance steadily and rapidly. 
This would be the natural result of the opera- 
tion of tho bill. An excellent feature ot this- 
discretionary power vi ste 1 in the secretary 
would be its deterrent on speculation in sil- 
ver, and it wa%with reference to preventing 
this rather than with any expectation ol 
using it that it hod lx?en proposed. 


Kenelitfc of the Kill. 


In speaking to the objection that the. bill 


made a eomni/xlity of silver tlu secretary 
said he thought this was a sentimental ob- 
jection. 
H s purpose was not to degrade 


silver, but to bring it up as nearly as he 
could to an equality with gold. There was 
no doubt that silver of late years had depre- 
ciated in value aud that gold had appro 
elated, but in his judgment the present bill 
would remeily that trouble. 
He was con- 


vinced that the measure would meet all the 
needs of thu situation without engendering 
the interests of thn country, and would ab- 
sorb the surplus of silver aud thereby put 
up its price certainly and rapidly. 


In answer to a question Mr. Wiudom gait 


there would uot be any reasonable objection 
to including gold in the first section of the 
bill. To benefit the interest of the silver 
producers was not the only motive in th 
bill. He thought the wheat raisers of. the 
country were more interested than the silver 
people, for the, farmers were heavy losers on 
account of the depression in silver, and the 
operations of this bill would tend to raise 
the prices of farm products. Free coinage 
Mr. Windom said, would reduce the price o: 
•ilvor below Its present value. The presen' 


I b.111 wouW incrediie the rIrculatlon of th«

The silver bill to he reported by the senate 


"ommittee on finance is understood to be. iu 
hape for action by the committee.

In this situation the fellows who seive the 
country by making starch bethought them 
selves that they might nvoid the trust b 
banding their common interests in a close 
communion. And so they took steps t 
form themselves into a joint stock eompan 
that should contrul all the starch factorie 
in the country. A satisfactory board of ap 
praisers 
was 
appointed. These 
wen 


around a:id put a cash value upon each fac 
tory. The former owners of the factor 
were given paid up stock in the new com 
pany etjual to the appraised value of th 
plant that was turned over. All the fac 
toties will now belong to one company au 
will be under the management of a singl 
board of directors. Competition will be re 
tired as a worn out and foolish barbarism 
Tlie output will be calculated to a pound 
and the price of each pound will be known 
to a cent. And greatest of all, the old trus 
will be known as a new company. 


It is hard to take in at a glance all th 


beauties that are wrapped up in this new 
scheme. Its advantages to the stockholder 
are apparent. They are far beyond any- 
thing that has appeared so far. But th 
people have learned that when one man, o 
set of men. get an advantage somebody 
must pay for it. What Jones takes out ii 
advantage Smith must pay for out of the 
poor proceeds of disadvantage. 
There i 


no more general rule than this anywher* 
in 
the 
universe. No difference

or

or 
by 
whom. 
Even 
nature 
some 


times furnishes an immense advantage 
Some fortunate man comes along and ap- 
propriates it. As it was not the work o 
any man who may follow, he will not read 
ily see that he has lost anything. 
JJut the 


community will become settled with a few 
thousand people, and then, somehow, th 
paup»rs will betcin to show themselves 
They are the price that is paid for some 
man's advantage. 


But how are we to arrauge matters so 


that the coming companies may not use 
their advantages to the destruction of the 
people? The scheme proposed has all the 
appearance of being entirely legal. A com 
pany may do business in one state as wel] 
as In another; and in a dozen as well as iu 
one. The genius of our laws is freedom, 
and to the American mind there is some- 
thing repulsive in the notion that a limit 
shall be put to a man's possibilities. A 
little company is formed in Decatur: tbe 
young American will hesitate about saying 
that It shall not start out to win the world 
It Is useless to deny that those who had an 
instinctive belief in freedom of action were 
more than a little staggered when it wa- 
fir»t propose! to deny the representatives ol 
corporations the freedom to form combina- 
tions that resulted In trusts. The strong 


necessity tcft the interference was ail that 
made it go down. Now the same trouble is 
coming at us in another form; single com- 
panies are being formed to buy up arid con- 
trol an entire industry. Shall we say that 
they must riot do so, that so far their pos- 
sessions shall extend and then they must quit 
work? It is possible that our people will 
say something of the sort; but why? 


It is because these men, by killing compe- 


tition.secure an advantage which they ar 
likely to use against us, and for which w 
do not wish to pay. It is the inanipulatioi 
which takes competition out of the work 
that we object to. It is the deplorable con 
dition that would be brought about by sucl 
a state of affairs that makes us willing t 
curtail men's freedom of action. 
Now, why 


can't we insure competition and at the sam 
time leave men free'.' Those fellows in th 
companies will raise a great howl abou 
any statutory interference. 
They will ap 


peal to first principles, and all that; and 
say what you please, there will be a grea 
measure of force in the appeal. There is 
way to meet these men, and that is lo In 
sist upon tbe operation of a few more firs 
principles. Any set of men have a right b 
form themselves into a company for th 
purpose of doing business on tlie ver 
largest scale. It sounds very well, and i 
is something that we have been told m on 
way aad another for a great many years 
and we are not yet reduced to the dire ne 
cessity which would alone justify us in d( 
nying it. 
But there is another first princi 


pie which allows a man to go all round th 
world to avoid doing business with a con. 
pany he does not like. And if the geniu 
of our people is freedom, let the companie 
have all they want of it, but at tbe sam 
time be just as liberal to every man wh 
stands pn the outside. If a company shoul 
insist upon its right to offer starch at SI 
pound, well and good. There is about tlii 
no necessity that compels us to deny th 
company the right to offer at whatever pric 
it pleases. We need only give the consun. 
er the liberty to buy where lie pleases,
